UTC’. 1554 sign-off **until next Sunday’*, tune loops, from MASH? 
until 1600 right into ‘Encore’ from Radio Tumbril, which I already 
heard better last night at 0100 on WRMI.

Trouble is, tropo is also 
way up from OK and KS, boosting many semi-open frequencies with 
spoilers. No Es DX heard in next few minutes, but at least a couple 
from TX and NE, as in WTFDA FM DB:

here. Where is it? Unsaid, finally found at website: ‘‘We are located 
in central South Dakota, where Interstate 90 crosses the Missouri 
River. Our community, Chamberlain, has a population of approximately 
2,500 people.’* and it’s for Lakota (Sioux), hardly an Okie tribe, but 
I’m not getting SD. Is it Catholic as name implies? Yes, admittedly in 
the FAQ. 


96.7 at 1604, Kansas political ad has taken over from TX: besides two 
translators, one of two *‘full’* powers, but not very, surprisingly 
close to each other, 127 km = 79 miles, north of here:

98.3, Aug 13 at 1654 UT, Open carrier, dead air, must be from 97 kW 
semi-local KQZQ, Kiowa KS, just a few km and fewer miles from OK. 
However, pretends to be a Pratt station, site more than halfway from 
Kiowa, north of Medicine Lodge. Still dead for a few minutes, not 
rechecked until 1935 when it’s alive with country. BTW, Kiowa was the 
last known location of Scott Becker, onetime partner of Allan Weiner 
until becoming a nonentity to WBCQ (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

Checking because Manuel Méndez, Spain, 
reported: *'6080, Radio Marumby, Curitiba, BRAZIL, 0640-0653, 07-08, 
Portuguese, religious songs and comments. 15421°°. EiBi shows this one 
with strange hours of 1000-0800, but Aoki as 24 hours.

MM had I=5 
no QRM, and the language, content clinch it as not VOA, so we need 
exact current measurements of frequency of both, perhaps at other
